No more Important question than this 
command* the attention of education of 
the deaf to-day. 

[•in the last twenty years enthtui 
and no doubt, well-meaning men and wo- 
men have been urging with ceaseless ac- 
tivity both in Europe and America the 
universal adoption <>f the oral method, the 
utioii of all other methods, and the 
rigid prohibition of the use, in and out of 
school, of thai language whirl] Isai 
tuml to the deaf aa speech to the hearing 
Theory <>f these propagandists accomplish 
..I lis first notable public result .-it Milan In 
iKHo, when the partisan congress of that 
i ami place shouted frantically for "la 
methods orale purs," 

it is the habit of these promoters of oral 
teaching to assert that the value of ipeei b 
to the deaf is iiUStimabU ; thai it is worth 
far more than any Other attainment DO! 

sible to them; that no price is too great to 

pay for it; that with it the deaf may be fully 
restored tO society: that they call M 
come likes " nihil people"; that they can 
enter schools and college! for the hearing 
uiil engage in leeitations therein without 
special assistance. 

Some have even gone so far as to claim, 

and that in a hill twice Introduced Into the 
i Congress of the United States and favoi 
ably reported by ■ committee, that " it has 

been clearly proven that deaf children can 

learn srticulst b and language by 

the use of the eye for all practical purp 
as well as children who heai can learn 
through the ear, provided they have this 
training in infancy and early childhood." 
And those who make I his claim serious- 
ly promise to Imp II deaf infants 

committed to thi I Ity '■> 

, b "mi lip reading, U will en 
them to receive then education in schools 

for the hearing. And they declare the 

general adoption of measures for teaching 

if children in the days of 

their infancy will make it possible to 

otitimie all existing special school 
,tliis class of persons. 

Jt need hardly be be said that no results 
have as yet been attained by the advo 
of this extreme jwlicy which entitle it to 
Serious consideration. 

Before undertaking to determine the 

value to the deaf of the •peed] which is 
really attainable, we must Consider who 
are the parties to the controversy over 
methods whose testimony is to be receiv- 
ed and whose opinions are to be weighed. 

And we soon perceive that while tin 

judgment of teachers ahi 

serious consideration and may often be of 
great value, no mistake could be go 
than to regard instructors as the only 
ions whose views arc to pi 
ntion. Indeed it will general 1. 
admitted that teachers are often quite 
unable to judge as to the practical value 
Of the speech of their pupils. 

Mans- tUnea is the Speech of deaf children 
quite unintelligible to visitors, although 
their teachers understand it readily. And 
on such occasions these tin. Iici s c . 

surprise thai the visitors fail to understand 

what they easily comprehend. 

The natural enthusiasm of teachi

"Out of one hundred pupils, eight v live 
are capable, when leaving the school, of 
conversing oil conmuiiiplace subjects with 

theii t. imily and intimate fuinde, 

Sixty two can do so easily. " 

"Out of one hundred, eleven can con- 
verse readily with strangers on ordinary- 
subjects. Many others learn to do this 
aftel i|iiilt ing school." 

In the Careful analysis I propose to make 

of this testimony of Hill's, i concedi 

thing he claims, and shall not, tin 

have lo take any account of the teacher's 

enthusiasm 01 natural bias for his own 

method.

To 
them speech la "f no value, and the time 
spent in living to aci|uire it is worse than 
wasted, and should be given to something 
of worth which is within reach of their 
faculties. The same propo rt ion will, of 
course, apply to the deaf ill Kuiopc.

Three months later Mr. Chamberlain 
was called before the Royal Commission 

on the Deaf and the blind in Knglau.l, and 
asked to give an account of his visit to the 
college, and to state his views, ill general, 
id to the education of the deaf. 
His testimony fills four and a ipi.it t.-i close 

ly printed folio pagea of the report of the 
commission, and shows him to have been 
an observei of remarkable powers, He 

speaks of met hods and their relation to each 
other with the clearness and pi ccisioli of 
an BJXS 

In answer m the following: " Was 

the impression you formed from visiting 

that institution that the Combined system

my attention was not specially directed to 
the question, which I think has been

and visitors are led to conclude that those 
before them were born deaf, when in fact 
many of them, and these generally fluent 

speakers, either jHissessed some hearing, or 
had acquired speech before becoming deaf? 
Is it not common formal teachers to assure 
their pupils that if thev exert themselves 
to succeed with speech, they may avoid 
being recognized as deaf persons, may 
appeal " just like other people ;" in short 
that they mav " deceive others?" 

The limits of this paper will not permit 
the mention of many similar incidents 
which have come under my notice, and 1 
will dismiss the question I have raised with 
the remark, that if in their sincere enthu- 
siasm to impart the great boon of speech to 
as many deaf children as possible, some 
oral teachers plant seeds of untruthfulness 
in the minds of their pupils, a very high; 

even a ruinous price is being paid 
accomplishment which is found in many 

cases to lie of Comparatively little practical 
value. 



1 will now, Mr. President and honored 
colleagues, present the conclusions I have 

endeavored to reach. 

liiuing the thirty years which have 
passed since my memorable interview with 

Hill of Weisseufels, 1 have met with great 
numbers of orally taught .leaf- mutes, and 
line visited many Oral schools. Nothing 
has led me to doubt the correctness of 
Hill's (putted statements. What he said in 
1S6; is, in my opinion, true to day. Mak- 
ing the best 1 can for the cause of oralism 
from his percentage, I conclude that for 
twenty two per cent of the deaf, speech is 
worth' what it costs; that for fifteen per 
cent it is of no use; and that for the re- 
mainder its value is by no means a 
as the public has been led by the ardent 
Supporters of the pure oral method to be 
heve. Mote than this, when 1 consider the 
testimony of the deaf llieinelves, and that 
of the many parents who have Confessed 
to me their great disappointment at the 
results of the oral teaching of their ehil- 
1 satisfied in concluding that for 
at least fifty per cent of the ileaf, so far as 
attempts to teach speech are concerned, 
" the game is not worth the candle." 

Under these conditions what should be 
the policy of true friends of the deaf as to 
the course of those who in- 
lllctluxl be approve.:

some of which may be preferable to others, 
but all of which are more effective of re- 
sults than any single method. 

It is well known that in my country the 
great majority of the deaf are being edu 

mi a combined system, it is. | 

haps, not so well known that in the com- 
bined system schools more than half the 
pupil ught to speak. atul.that in 

most of them all are given the opportunity 
to acquire speech. 

1 hope I shall not be regarded as Kiast- 
ful when I express the belief that Un- 
American schools for the deaf arc today, 
whole, organised and conducted on a 
system calculated to secure " the g 

Stent number," and that 
any defects that may be found are inciden- 
tal', due to local causes, and easily remov- 
able. 

In conclusion, 1 will venture to express 
the belief that the time is not distant when 

European teachers, generally, will con- 
clude, what many have already disc 

that the value of speech to mam of the 
deaf has in the past been greatly ovei 
estimated, and that a broad system of 
education, using all means that hav 

found of set vice, is far more fruitful of 
results than anv single method can pos- 
sibly be.
